PRESIDENTS STATEMENT. 


The text of the President's state- 
ment follows: 


“Extended investigation and 
consideration of the food situa- 
tion in certain parte of Europe 
disclose that essentially the ur- 
ban populations in certain areas 
are not only faced with abso- 
lute starvation dufing the com- 
ing winter, but that many of 
the populations are unable to 
find immediate resources with 
which to purchase thelr foods. 
These regions have been so sub- 
jected to destruction by War, 
not only of their foodstuffs, but 
of their financtal resources and 
their power of production and 
exports, that they are utterly in- 
capable of finding any resources 
that can be converted into In- 
ternational exchange for food 
purchases. 

“While the Secretary of the 
Treasury can accept obligations 
of certain governments and 
through these measures their 
situations can be cared for tem- 
porarily, there are still other 
areas through Eastern and 
Southern Europe where such ar- 
rangements cannot 
This applies more. particularly 
to the libefated peaples of Aus- 
tria, Turkey, Poland and Weat- 
ern Russia. In these countries 
freedom and government will 
slowly emerge from chaos and 


require our ev | assistance. 
The total shipm of  fdod- 
stuffs from the U d States to 


all parte of Euro during the 
next seven months will be likely 
to exceed $1,500,000,000 and 
from our abundarice we can 
surely afford to offer succor to 
these countries destitute of re- 
sources and credits. 


MINIMUM NEEDS.

BY BOHEMIAN CZECHS. 


ALL POLITICAL PARTIES SUP- 
PORT MASARYK IN WORK 
OF RECONSTRUCTION. 


(ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUGIVE DISPATCH.) 

GENEVA, Jan. 4.-——Information 
received by prominent Czechs in 
Switzerland confirms the report that 


support of all political parties in 
his work of nationa) reconstruction. 
Although Bohemia is largely an in- 
dustrial country, there is no danger 
of Bolsheviem. The Czech working- 
men are Socialists, but they follow 
their leaders, whose socialism is 
modérate and law-abiding, and the 
patriotic pride in the realization of 
their national aspirations outweighs 
the temptations of class strife, Len- 
ine has dispatched numerous emis- 
saries into Bohemian mining dis- 
tricta to convert miners to Bolshev- 
ism, but their propaganda eo far 
has proved a complete failure. 

At Reichenburg, in German Bo- 
hemia, the Entente troops were 
greeted by the inhabitants with the 
singing of the Czech national 4an- 
them, although according to the 
Austrians, the town is a stronghold 
of the German race in Bohemia. 
While the Czechs deny even the ex- 
istence of a German-Bohemian ques- 
tion, and claim the entire district as 
their own by historical right, they 
admit that the last Austrian census 
shows a minority of the Czech ele- 
ment among the population, but the 
Czechs say this census was deliber- 
ately forged by the Austrian imperial 
authorities, and they are convinced 
if a new censuses were taken now the 
results would be quite different. 

The truth seems to be that of the 
two and a half million inhabitants 
of German Boltfemia, whom the 
ennese statesmen claim as German 
Austrians, about two millions are 
Germanized Czechs, speaking the 
German language, but Slave by race. 
Realizing the ruin of Austria is ir 
remediable, these people ire begin- 
ning to remember that their forefath- 
ere were Czechs, and incline to unite 
with the new Behemian republic. 
which offers them better guarantees 
of prosperity and order than fallen 
Vienna can give. 

The movement among the Ger- 
man-speaking .popule*ion of Ger- 
man Bohemia in favor cf union with 
the Czech republic is very pro- 
nounced in the industrial and com- 
mercial circles. A few days ago rep- 
resentatives from all the large in- 
Gustrial concern: of German Bohe- 
mia held @ secret meeting. Thirty-six 
Gelegates were preset and of these 
thirty-four voted for union with the 
Bohemian republic. This vote is in- 
finitely more significant than the 
demonstrations of loyalty to Austria

it is proven that Gibbons did com- 
mit suicide. The Coroner, the coun- 
ty autopsy surgeon, the Coroner's 
chemist, the City Chem'‘st and two 
university professors .ay that his 
bedy contained none of the cyanide 
Mra. Gibbons bought and gave him. 

The only other possible charge 
against Mrs. Gibbons now on the 
horizon ts that of bigamy, which 
she hag virtually admitted. However, 
Josiah Herrick, her first and und!i- 
voreed husband, says he will not 
press the charge. Without him no 
conviction could be secured. Evi- 
| dently, then, Mrs. Gibbons must be 
convicted of murder or liberated. 

An incidental feature of the case 
is the fact that, in a sense, the sci- 
ence departments of California's 
three biggest universities are pitted 
acainet each other. Swain of Stan- 
ford found cyanide on hie first 
examination, his complete report be- 
j ing still in abeyance. Maas and Sta- 
bier of the University of Southern 
California and Green of the U'niver- 
sity of California did not find it. 
Dr. Green's full report is also yet to 
come. Stookey, also closely allied 
with U.S.C... declares positively and 
emphatically that he not only found 
cyanide in considerable quantities, 
but that cyanide poisoning was the 
cause of death. City Chemist Miller. 
who did not find cyanide, is a U.S.C. 
graduate. 

Those most familiar with the case 
say that Mrs. Gibbons herself does 
not know the truth any more than 
anyone else. She firmly believed that 
Gibbons died from the cyanide she 
j}gave him, and was the most sur- 
prised person of ali when Prof. Maas 
reported no cyanide’ present in the 
viecera. Since chen she has bright- 
ened wonderfully and is entirely 
sure of her ultimate . She 
now belleves that Gibbons meant to 
kill himeelf, but that his long-stand- 
ing Clsease providentially interfered

Lieut.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
U.S.A. (retired) believes that the 
Allies should bring to their homes 
in the United States, Canada and 
the British ecolonies the 100,000 
wounded heroes of the great war on 
board the surrendered German bat- 
tleships. This, the general believes, 
will be a fitting recognition for 
the men who won the great victory, 
and at the same time give the Al- 
lied, peoples an opportunity to see 
the Kaiser's fleet. most of which 
surrendere@ without a fight. Gen. 
Miles, who is visiting at the home 
in Pasadena of John Shepard of 
Boston, his friend of many years 
standing. believes that the peace of 
the world could come through a 
congress of nations with the power 
to adjudicate international difficul- 
ties. 

“ft am glad to return again to 
Los Angeles after an absence of 
four years.” said Gen. Miles, yes- 
terday. “When I was in command 
of the army department embracing 
Southern California, Arizona and 
New Mexico thirty-one years ago, 
my headquarters were here. Los 
Angeles was then a city of 50,000, 
and Pasedena then but a village. 
Now I think Pasadena the most 
beautiful city of its size in the 
world. It reminds me of Athens, 
Greece, and I trast that in its fu- 
ture it will mean as much to civill- 
zation as Athens did. Los Anges 
with its more than 600,000 people 
is unequalled tn its development by 


any «city in the world, and stands as 
a marvel] in the history of American 
Industry and commerce. It is 
certainiy gratifying. to see the 
splendid prosperity apparent here, 

“The world is settling dewn to 
peace after thig most uncalled-for 
tragedy in human history. 1 hope 
it may be the tast of the kind. I 
trust that this countfy has not yet 
seen the zenith of its glory, and that 
our country will be an exception to 
the examples we have had of na- 
tions rising to success and then go- 
ing backward. I trust that we 
shall profit enough by the experi- 
ence of the past and develop a high- 
er civilization. The nations of the 
world, owing to modern conditions, 
are nearer together than the Ameri- 
ean colonies were, after they had 
achieved their independence. 

ON LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

“I assume that the settlement of 
the purely military préblems of the 
wer just ended will be speedily 
brought about, without friction and 
gmnecessary delay. Whether the 
existing arrangement between the 
United States, Great Britain, France 
and Italy wi'l be followed by the 
formation of another league of na- 
tions remains to be determined. 
There have been many  instences 
where such formations have been 
created. For instance, the Crusades, 
the Holy Alliance; the Triple Alli- 
ance which controlled the destinies 
of Europe for more than fifty years 
During the war we had tWo leagues 
of nations, one of the Central Pow-

“Tf hope that a congress of nations 
will eventually be assembled, a high 
court of justice created with powers 
to adjudicate international con- 
troversies. 

“This is no new“theory, but has 
been championed by thinkers. for 
many years. For example, Charles 
Sumner set forth the idea in a fa- 
mous address “The True Grandeur 
of Nations’ at Old South Church, 
Boston, July 4, 1845—arguing that 


a congress of nations would de 
away with wear. The e Czar of 
Russia proposed a gathering of rep- 


resentatives of all nations at The 
Hague. That proposal alone will 
immortalize his name. Similarly, 
our Congress in 1916 indorsed this 
plan of settling international con- 
troversies. 

USE FOR HUN FLEXT. 

“A number of suggestions have 
been made as to the disposition of 
the German fleet. A most ad- 
vantageous use, I think, of the sur- 
rendered fleet, valued at more than 
$400,000,000, could be made by the 
victorious powers of taking a suf- 
ficient number of officers and sea- 
men and putting on those vessels 
the 100,000 or more heroic wounded 
now in European hospitals and re- 
turning those men to their homes 
in the United States, Canada, and 
other outlying parts of the worid 
with the least possible delay. No 
single act would demonstraie more 
than this the appreciation by the 
powers of the valor and sacrifice 
these men have given in the great 
cause of humanity. The public 
would welcome with outstretched 
arms the returfing heroes borne 
on the very trophies of their vic- 
tory. I would be glad to see those 
ships decorated with every flag of 
the victorious nations and moving 
to the music of universal . giv- 
ing recognition of the splendid 
patriotiem of those men who aided 
in bringing about the glorious re- 
in all his- 


sult, most important 
tory.”

HELD INVALID. 


Big Tract in Angeles National 
Reserve Involved. 


Good Faith of Claimants is 
Called in Quest jon, 


Washington Upholds Decision 
of Local Office. 


The locally famous case involving 
the alleged rights of Mrs. H. Gill 
ana F. W. Ford to approximately 
1680 acres of land within the An- 
gelés National Reserve, in the Mil- 
lard and Arroyo Seco canyons, on 
the outskirts of Pasadena, original- 
ly sought to be entered under the 
mineral laws, was again revived yes- 
terday. An opinion of the commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office 
was received by Register Groves and 
Receiver Mitchell of the local Land 
Office, affirming the judgment ren- 
dered by the local Land Office just 
one year ago. 

In the adverse judgment given at 
thet time, the Los Angeles office 
not only decided against every con- 
tention of the claimants, but denied 
them a new trial. This part of the 
original opinion is also affirmed by 
the Washington authorities, 
The record shows that in 1912, 
1913, 1914 and 1915 Mrs. H. Gill 
and F. W. Ford located a number 


of claims in the canyons named. In 
March, 1917, the district forester 


filed a protest against each of the! 


locations, alleging that there had 
been no discovery of waluable min- 
erals. that the tocations were not 
made in good faith, but for the pur- 
pose of controlling valuable water 
rights and residence sites. 

Among the locators mentioned tp 
the notice on at least one of the 
claims was Charles 8. McKelvey, la- 
ter disbarred from practice in the 
local courts following his convic- 
tion In the Federal court for using 
the mails In a blackmail scheme. 
On January 12, 1908, the late 
register, John D. Roche, and. Re- 
ceiver Mitchell decided against the 
contentions of Mre. Gill and Ford. 
Then Mrs. Gill went into the local 
Land Office with a motion for a new 
trial, and this was denied. 
The affirming opinion, received 
yesterday, says the land was unfit 
for cultivation; that the placer lo- 
cations were evidently for »uilding 
stone, and that no legitimate quar- 
rying had ever been done on any 
of the claims.

ABOUT ENGINE BEARINGS. 


Some Handy Information Giving Their 
Uses and Misuses. 


All automobile engines of today 
with one or two exceptions use plain 
bearings for supporting the crank- 
shaft and for the connecting rods. 
These plain bearings are usually 
composed of a bronze shell with a 
babbitt com position interlining. 
Practically all engine bearings are 
in two parts, and when the two 
are Atted together they form a cylin- 
der. ‘Between each half are placed 
shims of either the solid or lamin- 


ated type. These shims are provid- 
ed #0 that the bearing may be prop- 
erly Otted to the shaft. It is quite 
to see that the hardened stee! 
shaft rubbing against the soft bab- 
bitt metal would generate so much 
heat that the babbitt would soon 
mel unlems the surfaces were cop!- 
ously tubricated. When lubrication 
fails and the bearing metal melts 
we say that the bearing bas burnt 
out. We also say that a bearing 
knocks, and this is the result elther 
of natural wear over a long period 
or of insufficient lubrication for «a 
short period. Both cauee a wearing 
away of the babbitt. with the re- 
sult that it not Tt closely to the 
shaft. Every time the shaft revolves 
the play or looseness in the bear'na 
causes a knock to be heard. It 
when a bearing knocks that it & 
required to be refitted. commonly 
called “taking up” or “adjusting.” 
There are quite a number of own- 
ers who are able to do the work 
of refitting a bearing. but to do a 
good job requires experience 
ar beyond that of the average mo- 
tortat. The mere removal of loore- 
nese by filing the shims or remov- 
ing @& lamination not éufficient. 
This removes the play, to be sre, 
by simply tightening the bearing, 
but it Goes not catiee the bearing to 
be properly fitted. When a bearing 
te simply tightened agdinet a shaft 
ae likely not ft will come loose 
again in a very short time, even 
though ft is well lubricated. An 
owner itn taking up arings may 
make one very tight, another loose. 
and the rest of them perhaps ad- 


‘ing eurface of both halves of the 


| cess coloring matter from the bear- 
ing. This will leave the high spots 
of the bearing showing because the 
coloring matter te imbedded in the 
metal. In fact, the only reason for 
using the coloring is to cause it to 
be imbedded in the high spots. These 
high spots are then removed by 
means of a bearing scraper. 

It is quite possible that one-half 
of the entire bearing will show color, 
in which case that half must be 
scraped. Then again, only isolated 
apotse may show color. At any rate. 
in scraping only the color. spots 
which remain should be removed and 
the cutting should not be done too 
deep, merely what might be called 
a surface ecraping. At the same 
time the cute should be cleaned so 
that the metal is not left with a 
number of rough spots. After the 
scraping the process described is re- 
peated: that is, the crank pin is col-. 
orer, and the rod placed in position. 
whirled around a few times and then 
removed, cleaned and examined for 
high spots. This ie done often enough 
so that there will be bearing surface 
or little apote over the entire bear- 


bearing. and at the same time the 
connecting rod will turn freely on 
ite pin. It must not be so free that 
iy can be whirled around, and it 


muet riot be so tight that a great 
den! of effort must be used to 
tern it.

procems of fitting Is done with each 
connecting rod bearing. and an at- 
tempt made to get each bearing to

Crankshaft bearings must be 
scraped in the same way ae connect- 
ing rod bearings. but of course it is 
not possible for an owner to remove 
the engine from the chaselse and 
scrape these crankshaft bearings on 
a test stand. The beet the owner 
can do is te scrape only the lower 
half of each crankshaft or main 
bearine The wise owner willl ecrape 
crankehaft bearings with the con- 
necting rode detached from a shaft 
In this way the exac§ cderree of 
erankehaft bearing can be 
determined, eapecially so if the rod 


justed vroperty. 

Tt ie almost impossible for the 
average car owner to g£¢t perfect 
connecting rod fitting by scraping | 
only the lower half of the bearing. | 
This te the usual practice. The ideal 
way to fit connecting rod bearings 
is to do the work when the crank- 
shaft is out of the engine. When the 
shaft is out of the engine it is set 
upright on & bench and each con- 
necting rod bearing Is fitted separate- 
ly. This ts done aa follows: The 
crank pin or the part of the crank- 
shaft that operates in the connect- 
ing rod Dearing is spread lichtiy 
with some Prussian bive or lamp 
black made Into a paste with a little 
ofl. The connecting rod shims« are 
then made smalier just a trifle. and 
the connecting rod is placed in its 
proper position on the crank pin. 
The crank pin connecting rid is then 
turned around so that the bearing 
surfaces can rub against each other. 
After this ts done about a dozen 
timés the connecting rod is removed 
and a cloth used to remove the ex- 


| the engine hy means of a belt. The 


bearings are first ecraped in. In some 
of the shops there t* equipment for 
reaming bearings and then running 
them In; that is, wearing them down 
to a proper fit simply by operating

Two very important points In fit- 
ting main Hearings usually are over- 
looked bw the owner: one of thesé 
is the removal of end play and the 
other shaft alignment. For exam- 
ple, if the rear beartie i« not prop- 
erly scraped it ts likely to throw 
the crankshaft ont of alignment 
with the Clutch and cause trouble. 
Aleo, one onty ie ecraped 
and fitted the shafting hay be slight- 
ly #prung out of ft« true position. 

Another point which the owner 
must watch ts the removal of end 
play. This end play may cauee buck- 
ing at low car speed. End play usu- 
ally is @ reanlt of worn Ranges, and 
when a flarge is badly worn itt ix 
a very difficult matter to overcome 
it except by replacing the entire 
bearing.

The cylinder in automobile en- 
gines ie pot a moving part, though 
in some airplane engines it also has 
this function. But because the cyl- 
inder is tationary it must not be 
assumed that it ts idle.

sometimes known as the I-head 
and finally. the Kmight sleeve-vaive 
type of cviinder.

One of the first reauisites of good 
cylinder design is to attain as near 
as possible spherical perfection, in 
order to reduce to the minimum 
heat losses. It must always be re- 
membered that heat its a form of 
power, and good desizn retains all 
the heat consonant with safe oper- 
ation. Of course. the L-head and 
T-head types of cylinder do not ful- 
fill this demand as fully as the 
valve-in-head and Knieht sleeve- 
valve cylinder. which are as nearly 
at possible perfect epheres. The elim- 
ination of the side pockets for valve 
installation tends to produce exact- 
ness of combustion chamber vol- 


ume. 

As materials, gray iron. 
steel. semi-stee!l and aluminum al! 
are used today in cylinder conatruc- 
tion, but the first named is by far 
the most popular. The chief reaso:, 
for this te that the gray iron is by 
far the cheapest material. Stee! is 
so costiy that it can onlv be used In 
very high-priced engines After things 
get back’to normai aluminum is 
likely to make a considerable bid 
for popularity.

Engineers differ largely in the mat- 
ter of the beet methods of grouping 
the cylinders.

“Il was very happy. and one day, while | 
was driving in Parts, 1 saw my name on t’* 
posters advertising her theater. I was 
amazed to find myself featured with her. |!

printed in the same way. That was one of 
my life’s greatest moments, for I am very 
proud of the fact that I am the only woman 
whom Bernhardt has ever accepted as a co- 
star. 

“I want to tel) you some charming little 
incidents about her. When she appeared in 
California recently I had just come West to 
enter the motion pictures. I went to see her. 
and after her performance 1 visited her 
dressing-room, taking some of my American 
friends with me. 

“As I entered I ran toward her, sank on 
my knees and kissed her hands. My 
friends were astonished, but'! have always 
greeted Sarah Bernhardt in that way. The 
first time I met her I did it. I can't belp 
it; she fille me with the strangest emo- 
tions, and I love her devotedly. 


Bernhardt Wrote Y orska’s 
First Picture Story.

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A Memorable Year. 


HE twelve-month period which ended a 

few days ago Was unquestionably the 
most memorable in the annals of American 
agriculture. Called upon in an emergency 
to produce the greatest crops the country 
had ever known, the farmers of the nation 
pitched in and more than made good in the 
face of a labor shortage and other handi- 
caps that on the face of them seemed Iin- 
surmountable. By so doing they helped 
more than perhaps will ever be realized to 
win the war for civilization and humanity 


and to tide the famine-threatened world 
over the most critical era mankind ever 
knew. 


Just now, at the opening >of the New Year 
and of what the world prays and trusts 
will be a new and permanent era of peace | 
and prosperity, it is of particular interest 
to consider the part that Southern Call- 
fornia played in the production of food dur- 
ing the epochal period that has now passed 
into history: This matchless producing sec- 
tion. with ite excellent sof! and its vear- 
round growing climate. could naturally be 
counted upon to do jts full bit and to con- 
tribute an enormous volume of the products 
of the land. That the Sout‘land = should 
have been able to do rather more than 


micht have been expected, in the face of be- 
setting difficulties, is an achievement of | 
which all who dwell In this favored reion 
may well be proud. Southern California id | 
not stop with producing in 1918 its usual big | 
crops of the products that ficured most in| 
the world food crisis: it produced the *ig-| 
gest crops of the particular kinds appealed | 


for by the government that ft had ever 
crown. | 
The opinion, quite generally entertained | 


in the East, that this part of the Golden | 
State has for its only important crops, farcy | 
fruits, perishable vegetables and tourists re- 
ceived a bigger jolt than ever In 1918 when 
the live-stock raisers, dairymen and poultry- 
men. gamely contending against high feed 
prices, wound up the year with the tremen- 
dous totel of nearly $40,000,000 worth of 
meat, milk and eggs tq their own and the 
nation’s credit. With a total barley produc- 
tion of 11,253,000 bushels, valued at $13.516,- 
299 (the figures, like the others quoted 
herewith, are derived from tabulations made 
by the Bureau of Crop Estimates and other 
official bodies that keep track of produc 
tion.) the southern end of California cannot 
be sald to have fallen short of Uncle Sam's 
expectations with respect to grain raising. 
Corn. including the grain sorghums, except 
milo maize, came to over 6,000 000 bushel?, 
with a. valuation of $12,719.000. The milo 
yield represented a value of $7, 280.000. 
Wheat went over $2,000,000. Alfalfa, in the 
production of which Southern California 
takes- second place to no other section, 
rolled up a total of $18,500,000, while other 
hays did even better as to valuation. And 
beans—well, the Southland in 1918 com- 
pletely clinched its right to call itself the 
nation’s “beanery” by producing 5,000,900 
bushels of them. worth around $30,000,000. 
This whole impressive array of food and 
feed staples was Southern California's 
answer to the government's call for the non- 


lending encouragement to the belief ad- 
vanced by many farmers that sheep growing 
again be protitably revived to somethmsg 
like the proportions this industry once 
reached in the section In years gone by. 

The unprecedented hot weather in June, 
1917, cut down the yielding capacity of most 
of the orange groves, which are the pride 
and glory of the South, but good prices .nd 
good demand fram the other side of the 
Rockies helped save the situation for the 
growers, the best information obtainable 
seeming to indicate that the total returns 
from oranges and lemons marketed during 
the past year would reach well over $59.- 
0,000. To this must be added $10,000,900 
for deciduous fruits and around $3,000,000 
‘more for olives and miscellaneous fruits to 
make an approximate total for fruits grown 
in this most favored of all fruit-growing re- 
sions. California fruits, packed fresh from 
the tree and sealed with California sunshine 
in tins, have played and are playing thelr 
part in sustaining and refreshing both 
tivilian and soldier in this and overseas 
lands. The same may be sald of the $9,000,- 
00 worth of walnuts produced in the section 
last year. 

Southern California, supreme in vegetable 
production, was contributing something in 
the line of truck and back-yard products to 
the great food total every month in 1918. do- 
ing more than any other region In the coun- 
try to supply the perishable consumables so 
necessary for the release of grains and 
meats for shipment to our civilian and sol- 
dier allies abroad. According to the figures 
avaliable, the total vegetable production of 
the section was around $18,000,000. Of in- 
terest and significance in this connection Is 
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HOW: CALIFORNIA’S SOUTHLAND 
. ANSWERED THE CALL FOR FOOD. 


INETEEN HUNDRED EIGHTEEN has 
been a world beater along the line of 
nearly every conceivable industry 

throughout the United States, and in agri- 
culture it has exceeded the moct sanguine 
expectations and hopes of even the pro- 
ducers themselves, in the face of increasing 
shortage of labor and natural conditions 
which placed stumbling biccks almost in- 
surmountable in the path of the tiller. The 
nation asked the farmer to increase his 
acreage, grow larger and heavier -rops. The 
farmer came up to the mark, ‘° wing full 
well that his only insurance was the labor 
of himself and the minor members of his 
family, for the nation also called upon bis 
adult family and hired help to rally to ‘ts 
defence. He knew that he had little to 
expect In finance, for money was tight and 
credits unsettled and none t elastic. He 
knew that only through his and jhe nation’s 
victory could adequate returwvs for his labors 
ever be received, yet he went into his fields, 
and, like his sons in the trenches, did won- 
derous things. 

With us in Southern California the results 
are astounding. Not only did we, to the 
greater part, exceed any former years in 
production, but we consumed less and saved 
more, thug increasing the crop from three 
different angles. Our fodder crop exempli- 
fies this. More silos were built more 
roughings fed and thus more hay made 
available for the needs of war and all in 


the fact that a much larger proportion than 
ever before of the vegetable yield went into 


the face of a dry year and an abnormal 
abandonment of acreage.

These figures. tremendous as they 
seem, are but an item compared to our 
possibilities. A glance at the map shows 
one how little we have drawn upon our 
available acreage, and while the saving has 
been greeter than ever in the past years, the 
turning of our waste into commercial cops 
through dehydration and manufacture has 
only made a feeole start, although enough 
to prove to the capitalist the great tield of 
enterprise that ‘ts open to him. 

Our farmers, through the aid of our Agri- 
cultural Department and our able farm be- 
reau workers, are learning to Make farm- 
ing pay, by putting it on a business founda- 
tion, eliminating the gamble to its least 
margin, learning what the crop needs im 
order to succeed, and how to supply those 
needs. Farming anywhere is a scientific 
business, but nowhere more so thal in 
California, where every acre is a redeemed 
one. 

From the semi-arid desert we are learn- 
ing to increase our yields in all crops— 
wheat, potatoes and hay have shown, what 
scientific know'edge on the farm can do, 
and many other crops are also doubling up 
through like methods. California as a fat 
stock producing country but yesterday 
seemed a phantom dream. but our bureau 
of animal industry shows that it is a dream 
no longer, but an established fact. Re- 
search will find a pasture in the near fu- 
ture through the introduction ot drought 
resistance, grasses fur the waste lands, and 
we will produce as well as fatten our stock. 
An Increase in our sheep raising, both for 
the wool and mutton, is not beyond our 
grasp—even now this industry is. growing 
to some proportions. 

But the chief thing before us is to make 
our crops pay to the least decimal. To not 
only our acreage, our yields, but te

FOURTEEN MILLIONS 
FOR THE PRODUCERS. 


RIVERSIDE.—Official reports of yields of 
tweaty-cight important crops in Riverside 
county, coupled with a careful and conserva- 
tive estimate of their value, show a return 
of $14,000,000 to producers for the year 1918. 
The table produced below does not cover a 
number of products which, under the stimu- 
lus of the world-wide demand for foodstuffs, 
augmented by the success of the annual 
county fairs, bid fair to become extensively 
grown. 

The largest increases in acreage the past 
year are credited to alfalfa, deciduous fruits, 
cltrus fruits and nuts. and the coming year 
will Wkely see further new acreage devoted 
te the same crops, while sorghums. beets, 
potatoes, onions and tomatoes will have in- 
ereasing attention. 

The citrus fruit returns were under the 
earlier estimates, owing to a short crop, but 
the received made up in large 
measure for this handicap. Thenumber of 
carloads reported appears small because of 
the government regulations requiring the 
use of large refrigerator cars, carrying“in ex- 
cess of 400 boxes.

TRING Jenuary end YVYebruary you 
must set out the family orchard trees 
that you are to plant. They are now 

dormant or as much so as they ever will 
be in this climate. Delay your planting of 
the avocado trees and the citrus until 
March. 


This is a great constructive period of the 
year for the beginner. For the old estab 
lished deciduous trees this is pruning time 
and you must be up and about it. 

What is a good family orchard for South- 
ern California’? What varieties and how 
many trees of each? Should be set out? 

Here is a question worthy the attention 
of our most experienced growers. | have my 
ideas on the subject but I have to revise 
them once in a while. For instance, I 
thought I never could get enough of the old 
fashioned freestone strawberry peach, (may 
God be merciful to the original propagator 
of the cling by the same name)—but a 
mature tree of this variety will roduce 
double the quantity any family can use. If 
you are handy with the budding knife and 
can use grafting tools and wax you can 
correct any excesses of this kind as they de- 
velop by producing two or more kindred 
varieties on one tire. 

Thirty standard fruit trees is counted an 
excellent family orchard. capable, with the 
aid of a solar fruit dryer, of supplying «4 
family of five or six with all the fresh, cured 
and preserved fruit that they can comfort- 
ably consume. When placed on a half acre, 
these thirty trees must be arranged with in- 
genuity so as not to crowd out the garden 
space. Where a full acre homecroft exists, 
the problem is not so difficult. For this 
reason, | am growing stronger in my belief 
in the dwarf fruit tree each season. 
no hesitation in saying that dwarf peach 
trees are a 100 per cent. success with me. 
They occupy &o little space along the border 
that I grow strawberries right up to within 
twelve inches of the trunk of the tree. Each 
tree yields about one box of fruit, although 
the tree is only four feet high; and one box 
of peaches of one variety is a great plenty 
providing you have another variety follow- 
ing for the next week. With the regular 
standard tree the delivery of ripe fruit ta too 
fast for the practical use of a family. Dwarf 
peach trees may be run on trellises along 
a border, or to cover the inside of a fence. 
They can be handled in so many ingenius

Rather than burden these pages with olf 
stuff we would suggest that you send 25 
cents to George W. Reeding. Fresno, Cal., 
for his book on pruning. He gives iddustra- 
tions of every kind of tree, before and after 
prvning so that you can do the work with- 
out serious butchery. Homecrofters need to 
study this subject carefully, Pear and apple 
trees are pruned upon entirely different 
principle than the peach or plum or apricot. 
One of the best things to do is to get an 
exerienced neighbor to come in and give you 
instructions.

if need be. The answer to this increased 
crop programme lies in the tractor. With 
the ald of this modern power machine, a 
farmer, single handed, or with the afd of his 
family. including the women. can cultivate 
more land than he could with ample help 
under old conditions.

actual time is lost on account of the 
weather. Accordingly, a farmer can tay out 
a schedule of work with a tractor that can 
be strictly adhered to, all of which insures 
the production of better crops than under 
old conditions 

Tractors are capable of working almost tn- 
definitely, and with a change of shift. a job 
of plowing. or harrowing or other operatton 
can be carried on until completed. whether 
it extends through day or night. The opera- 
ting of a tractor is comparatively easy, and 
a man can spend longer hours on a machine 
than he can In driving horses, and in many 
instances the wives or danghters of a farm- 
er have done their shift with the machine 
while the farmer is resting. 

THE VERSATILE TRACTOR. 

In the earlier tractor models the machines 
were made very heavy and cumbersome, and 
were used almost exclusively for heavy pull- 
ing. As the machines were improved, how- 
ever, the size was reduced without diminish- 
ing their power, and they were made simpler 
in design and more easily handled. The trac 
tor engine has been developed to a bigh de- 
gree of efficiency, and it is now capable of 
doing a lot of things beside pulling. As a 
pulling power it is a successful competitor 
of the horse, and as a stationary power »'ant 
it fills a long-felt want on every farm. 

By belting a tractor motor to any kind oi 
machine requiring power to operate, a farm. 
er has instantly available the power to ac- 
complish many tasks. Around the houg, it 
will pump water for domestic purposes, 
operate a cream separator or the wife's 
washing machine. At the barn, it wiil crind 
the feed for the cattle or hogs, lift the silage 
into the silo. or fill the watering troughs. In 
the woodlot the tractor engine will run 
portable saw for cutting up the win 


wood supply, or for making fence posts. or it 
| will grind the limestone for sweetening sour 
soils. 

The tractor is available for doing heavy 
hauling, and there are many instances 
where it has pulled entire buildings or other 
large structures’ from one location to an- 
other. It can haul several loaded wacons 
at one time, thus saving several trips to ac- 
complish the same end. On road work the 
tractor is of great assistance, for it will 
grade the roadbed, dig trenches alongside 
for drainage. or haul rock to fill gullies or 

dholes. Many road supervisors have 

ught tractors to be used solely on road 
work. 

For clearing land of tree trunks and roots, 
or large stones, the tractor has no superior, 
for by hitching the machine to the stumps, 
' by a steel cable, the tractor will pull them 
out roots and all. In the vast areas of the 
Northwest, where the cutover timber lands 
are being reclaimed for agriculture, the trac- 
tor ts largely used in stump pulling, and 
very satisfactory results have been obtained. 

When the farmer uses a tractor instead of 
horses he not only is able to accomplish 
more work ip lees time, but he is able to do 
better work. On many farms the average 
depth of plowing with horses is from five to 
six inches, and the constant plowing to the 
same depth has resulted in the creation of 
a hard layer of soll at the bottom of the fur- 
row through which the plant roots find dim. 
culty in penetrating. With the superior 
power of the tractor, deeper plowing can be 
practiced, with surprising results in at 
yields. 

A team of horses can pull but one piew 
at a time. A tractor of reasonable power 
will pull two or three or more plows at one 
time. By hitching a harrow and a plow to 
the machine, or a combination of other farm 
implements, it {s possible to accomplish two 
distinct operations by traversing the ground 
only once, and this results In saving valuable 
time. It aleo enables a farmer to better

GUARANTEED PRICE 
OF WHEAT STANDS. 


The guaranteed price of wheat for the 
1918 crop stands, by terms of the Lever 
Act, under which the United States Food 
Administration is operating. This statement 
is made by the Food Administration. 


The President's proclamation of Sepftem- 
ber 2, 1918, stated that the “producers of 


demonstration conducted on Thursday, Des} 


wheat produced within the United States 

for the crop of 1919" are guar- 
anteed the prices therein set forth, $2.26 
per bushe!] at Chicago, and the end of the 
war or the proclamation of peace does not 
in any way affect this guarantee. 


Section 24 of the Lever Act provides: 
“That the provisions of this act shall cease 
to be in effect when the existing state of 
war between the United States and VCer- 
many shall have terminated, and the fact 
and date of such termination shall be as- 
certained and proclaimed by the President: 
but the termination of this act shall not 
affect any act done, or any right or abliga- 
tion accruing or accrued,” etc. It further 
states that “all rights or liabilities under 
this act arising before its termiuation shall 
continue and may be enforced in the same 
manner as if the Act had not terminated.” 

The guarantee for the 1919 wheat crop 


expires June 1, 1920.
